The Coal Exports and Imports 
Supplement contains annual as well as detailed 
monthly data on U.S. coal and coke exports and 
imports. Another supplement contains detailed 
monthly data covering electric utility coal consump- 
tion, stocks, and receipts (quantity and price).

more than in the comparable week in 1988. Pro- 
duction East of the Mississippi River totaled 13 
million short tons, and production West of the 
Mississippi River totaled 8 million short tons.
